Quite independent of the diary of this 
week which I am doing, I had Bill Jorden do a 
history of the A-B formula from November 13, 
1966 to February 12, 1967. 

It is essential as background for any 
public statement you may be called upon to 
make; and I suspect that if, as we expect, 
bombing resume s and we have no significant 
signal from Ho, a public statement will be • 
required soon. 

Bill and I will start^tomorrow morning, 

In tone it should follow directly that of 
the State of the Union Message. Its theme: 

Of course we can*t trade bombing 

for talk; 

We have tried and will try: the 
record and our consciences are clear; 

The simple fact is that they have 
exchanged with us no s^n^Le, substantive, 
responsive word;
